with the object of bonding the State 
for $5,000,000 to support the proposed 
| world’s fair in 1915. 


If the eléctors of California subscribe 
to it by voting favorably on the resolu - 
tion it will place California in a posi- 
ition to outbid New Orleans for the. 
fair. 

The State Legislature of Louisiana 
is in session, having met today for the 
purpose of bringing before the voters 
of that State the necessity of making 
the exposition a State affair and giv- 
ing authority to the officials of that 
State to issue bonds in stipport of 
their claims. 


PLANS OUTLINED. 

According to the letter from Direc- 
tor-General R. BR. Hale of the San 
Francisco committee, all expenses of 
the special session of the California 
Legisiature will be paid by that com- 
mittee and the State will not be called 
upon for a dollar. : 

In order that the State shall “have 
the disbursement of this great sum, 
it is preposed to have the Governor 
appoint a commission which shal! have 
complete charge of all expenditures 
and the closing up of all details of 
the work of the exposition. 

Another thing that will be voted on 
if the Legislature meets will be a 
change in the San Francisco charter, 
allowing that city to increase its 
bonded indebtedness, as it is close to 
the limit at this time. This will be 


more ifberal with the exposition fund 
if necessary. 

San Francisco men have pledged 
$7,500,000. The city is bonded for $5.- 
000,000 more, and with the $5,000,000 to 
be raised by State taxation, there wil! 
be the sum in the aggregate of $17.- 
500,000 to be presented to Congress, 
when it meets next December, if the 
constitutional amendment is siade. 
The Governor today sajd: 


“Tl am inclined to believe that the 
whole State is so intensely interested 
in getting the Panama-Pacific inter- 
national Exposition for San. Francisco, 
on account of the great good it will be 
to the State and the whole Pacific 
Coast. for that matter, that there wil! 
be no objection to the calling of an 
extra session of the Legislature. 

“We want to be ready when Congress 
convenes to show it that we have the 
money. It is a question of money. We 
want to appear in Washington with 
a sum of money so large that New 
Orleans will quit. It will take a big 
amount, and we want to be there with 
the goods.

TTO SCHULZ, confessed slayer of 
Mrs. Frieda’ Schuilzs-Castine, was 
found and arrested in a rooming- 
house at No. 747 Central avenue last 
night. 

There was not a trace of nervous- 
ness when at first he denied he was 
the man the officers of counties, States 
and nations had been warned to watch 
for. Equally as coolly, he later con- 
fessed that he had killed the woman 
who employed him on her ranch near 
Lancaster. 

‘Without remorse, Schulz twice re- 
lated how he had slain the woman with 
a spade and then dug for her a shal- 
low grave with the same implement. 
He attributed the crime to a trivial 
quarrel, alleging that he acted first In 
defense and then in anger; but the of- 
ficials are not sure that he is telling 
the whole truth concerning the motive.

@ grave in the sand.

FOURTEEN PERMITS, 


Declares Thirty-seven Are not Le- 
gal and Four Are in Doubt—Estab- 
lished Social Organizations May. 
Sell Liquor, but Others Make its 
Sale an Excuse. 


As a result of last night's Police 
Commission meeting, there are now 
fourteen legal social Mquor clubs, 
thirty-seven that are not legal, and 
four in doubt. It was the frst action 
taken on the new applications result- 
ing from the passage of the new liquor 
Ordinance and by no means disposes 
of the business pending before the 
commission, as all other applications 
were postponed until next’ Monday 
night. 

The permits for social club selling 
were granted in the main to the es- 
tablished social clubs of the city. Those 
denied were regarded as not social on 
their basis, but rather an excuse for 
the sale of liquor, with the club fea- 
ture a mere pretense. * 

That this is not always the 
Was stated by W. W. Wideman, presi- 
dent of the Archona Club, which was 
among those denied a permit. He had 
difficulty in getting a hearing from the 
commission, but was somewhat bluntly 
told by the Mayor that the permit had 
pe denied and would not be reconsid- 

The commission ruled that no social 
club holding a permit could . legally 
sell liquor today during the hours 
fixed for the primary election, and that 
the police would enforce this rule.

We were glad to read in the press dispatches 
from San Fraficisco published here yesterday 
morning, that those with their ears to the ground 
hear the tread of a mighty host marching to the 
polls to cast their votes today.

Castine, the grief-crased son of 
the murdered woman, is still confined 
to his bed. The blood poisoning that fol- 
lowed the pressing of his chapped lips to 
the remains of his mother, his frenzied 
hands uncovered, has abated. Sunday 
night his mouth was swollen to the 
semblance of a purple plum. All night 
it was kept tightly swathed in ban- 
dages soaked in bichloride solution, and 
by morning the swelling had gone 
down until the boy could speak with- 
out great inconvenience. 

Reason has, in a measure, returned 
to him. He speaks rationally enough 
on all subjects except the murder. 
Though quiet and courteous, his many 
curious visitors have made him sus- 
picious, and, for the most part, he re- 
fuses to talk. Only to Sheriff Hammel 
and to his faithful nurses has he un- 
bosomed himself to any extent. 


FULL OF CONTRADICTIONS. 


The case is full of minor contradic- 
tions, chiefly resulting from the little 
real knowledge the Lancastrians have 
of the Castines.

the German court, he only laughed. 


It has been pleced together, from 
hints dropped by Emil, und from more 
or less vague recollections of citizens, 
— Schulz came to the ranch as the 
orerunner of an obscure family of 
relatives, to whom Mrs. Castine in- 


tended ultimately to give the proper- 
ty. 


She had meant, it seems, to turn 
the place over to them, and to travel 
with her son. As the latter constant- 
ly reiterates, Otto was such a “dumm- 
kopf”’ that they could teach him noth- 
ing, the other relatives were slow in 
coming, and the proposed tour was 
put off until it was too late. 

The source of the money expected 
y Mrs. Castine, and which was un- 
uestionably the cause of her murder, 
is likewise uncertain. It seems, how- 
ever, that she had had difficulties with 
a sister who lives In Berlin.

The 
first installment of this, $6000, was 
due on Friday. 

Emil has introduced a fresh contra- 
diction here by saying that he {s pos- 
itive that his mother did not have 
more than $15 or $20 on Thursday. The 
nextday she paid a number of sma!! 
bills from a roll of not less than $100. 
nor had she received any mail or ex- 
press orders in the Interim, according 
to the postmistress and the. express 
agent. 

Long before the news of Schulz’s ar- 
rest and confession reached him, Em!! 
had ceased to doubt Otto's guilt. 

He inquires often if his swollen lips 
are due to having kissed his mother 
as she lay in the grave. Answered in 
the affirmative, he always says:

After Four Years Work and Many 
Rebuffs, Former Head of Home Tel- 
ephone Interests Returns From New 
York With Contract for Gale of 
Bonds for Million-dollar Structure, 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 15.—After four 
years’ work and many rebuffs, W. L. 
Porterfield, former head of the Home 
telephone system of Southern Califor- 
nia, has succeeded in financing his 
project for a hotel on the Westmin- 
ster site, On the beach adjoining the 
west side of the pier and just south 
of the t Lake depot.

The plans prepared by Archi- 
tect Patterson of Los Angeles call for 
an office and hotel building, nine
